1. I QUERIED FOREIGN MINISTER BORGONOVO TODAY ( MAY 31) 
ABOUT SALVADOR' S DELEGATION TO THE OAS SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
MEETING IN LIMA ( REFTELS). HE SAID HE IS STILL UNDECIDED 
ABOUT LEVEL OR MAKEUP OF DELEGATION BUT NOTED THAT IN DIS- 
CUSSIONS WITH OTHER LA FOREIGN MINISTERS ( PERUVIAN, 
BOLIVIAN AND PARAGUAYAN SPECIFICALLY MENTIONED) DURING 
RECENT ARGENTINE INAUGURAL FESTIVITIES, THE IDEA WAS BEING 
CIRCULATED OF HAVING THE FOREIGN MINISTERS ATTEND AT LEAST 
THE OPENING SESSION OF THE CONFERENCE. BORGONOVO WAS 
OBVIOUSLY NOT TOO ENTHUSIASTIC ABOUT THIS PROPOSAL AND 
SAID HE WOULD PREFER, IF POSSIBLE, TO HAVE THE SALVADORAN 
AMBASSADOR TO THE OAS OR ITS AMBASSADOR PT ERU CHAIR THEIR 
DELEGATION. 

2. REFERRING TO THE SUBSTANCE OF THE LIMA MEETING, 
BORGONOVO NOTED THAT EVERYONE WAS IN AGREEMENT THAT 
THE OAS SHOULD BE OVERHAULED BUT ADDED THAT HE HAD 
NO SPECIFIC SUGGESTIONS AS TO WHAT EXACTLY SHOULD BE 
DONE. 
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
